Do not confuse this with the Common so-called ‘‘ catawbiense 
seedlings” imported from Europe, which is in reality a half-hardy, poor-flowered 
hybrid with little catawbiense blood in it. The true species grows only in the highest 

Southern Alleghany mountains, and is the finest of all Rhododendrons, considering its 
extreme hardiness, color of flower, and remarkable texture of foliage, which is a deep shiny green, 
far superior to that of the better known Rhododendron maximum, 

For massing and producing a broad-leaved evergreen effect, there is no plant equal to it in 
the latitude of the northern United States, where strictly hardy plants must necessarily be used. 
Unlike R. maximum, itis a free bloomer, the large trusses being a bright red=-purple 
color, in marked contrast to the muddy purple of the common half-hardy hybrid noted above. 
All plants offered below are heavy clumps. Packing is done in boxes, or the larger sizes 
in crates, and is charged at cost. These clumps often have 30 to 50 stems, and are bushy to 
the ground. We offer both collected and transplanted clumps. 

For use as a finished edging for Rhododendron meximum and Kalmia plantations, the 
value of R. catawbiense cannot be over-estimated.

By this we mean a place for the proper reception of Rhododendrons, Azaleas, Kalmias, 
Leucothoes, Andromedas, Galax and other ericaceous plants that require special treatment to make 
them thrive permanently. They are all surface feeders, requiring cool, moist loam to draw 
nourishment from. ; 

WHERE POSSIBLE, choose a NORTHERN EXPOSURE with shade 
(it is often a winter sun on the frozen leaves that Kills Rhododendrons), 
and good drainage. Where moisture can be had, excavate 2 feet, filling in with equal parts 
of good leaf-mold or other decayed vegetable matter and rich loam, with a tenth sharp sand, and 
plenty of well-rotted stable manure. In limestone soil, excavate 3 feet deep and 5 feet from the 
border of the planting, and water with rain- or cistern water if possible. 

Keep the bed heavily mulched, using forest leaves, spent tan, old hay, etc., letting this covering 
decay from year to year, to give a continual supply of the mold and humus essential to suc- 
cessful growth. 

In extensive plantations, use clumps preferably, choosing the most favorable location, with 
proper soil and drainage, giving the right care after planting as before indicated. 

The essentials for successful Rhedodendron culture are given above, and, if carried out, 
they.are grown as easily and surely as Roses or Hydrangeas.

The American Azaleas are among the choicest of 
all ornamentals, exotic or native, and were but 
rarely seen in cultivation before being disseminated 
by Highlands Nursery. Large masses of the “Great. 
Flame-colored Azalea,” A. lutea, when seen in 
flower, present the most gorgeous effects, the 
shadings varying from deep crimson to a bright 
sulphur yellow, and its complete hardiness is un- 
questionable. The foliage of A. arborescens is the 
finest of all the Azaleas, remaining a clear, shiny 
green throughout the summer, a characteristic not 
usual with this family. The large, white, sweet- 
scented flowers appear the last of all the Azaleas, 
and the numerous pink-tipped stamens protruding 
give a most beautiful effect. A. vaseyiis one of the 
finest introductions of late years; the flowers, ap- 
pearing before the foliage in April in the greatest 
profusion, are white to deep pink ; attains a height 
of 12 to 15 feet.

Many plants here offered are of special merit for ground covering, and where needed in large 
quantities will be supplied at very low prices. Purthenocissus (Ampelopsis) engelmanni, Lonicera 
halliana, L. flava, Polygonum cilinode, Celastrus scandens, Rubus hispidus and Vitis species are par- 
ticularly recommended. In soils adapted to its growth (peaty or loamy, and preferably moist), Galax 
aphylla makes a hardy evergreen undershrub covering of lasting beauty, being a rich green in summer 
and coloring vivid bronze tints in autumn and winter, an effect which must be seen to be appreciated.
